ARAB EONMINS PRESENTLY IN NEW YORK MET WITH PLO DEL LATE 
NOV. 15 AND APPROVED DRAFT RES ON PALESTINE WHICH, USDEL 
UNDERSTANDS, ARABS INTEND TO FORMALLY INTRODUCE IN EEW DAYS. 
(INITIAL REACTION OF WESTERN EUROPEAN DELS HAS BEEN GENERALLY 
NEGATIVE. RES WOULD AEFIRM INALIENABLE RIGHT OE PEOPLE OF

WESTERN CCD GROUP PLUS ERG WILL ALL SUPPORT DUTCH/CANADIAN/ 
JAPANESE NON-PROLIFERATION RES. CANADA WILL VOTE EOR SALT 
RES THIS YEAR IN ORDER TO BE IN BEST POSSIBLE POSTURE
